Penn State review 
to address whether 
there were cover-ups

An internal review into whether 
football coach Joe Paterno and other 
Penn State officials helped cover up 
reports that Jerry Sandusky was 
molesting children in the school’s 
locker rooms will be released Thurs- 
day, officials said Tuesday. 

The report is expected to reveal 
how the university treated Sandusky 
after fielding complaints about his 
encounters with young boys in 
1998 and 2001. It is also expect- 
ed to cast additional light on how 
Paterno exerted control over the 
football program while Sandusky 
worked under him and after San- 
dusky retired from coaching. 

Not only could the report shape 
how Paterno is remembered, but it 
also could affect an ongoing NCAA 
investigation into the school’s con- 
duct and criminal cases against two 
Penn State administrators. 

The report is being issued by 
former FBI director Louis Freeh, 
who was hired by the university 
to find out what school officials, 
including Paterno, knew about the 
child molester in their midst.

Parliament returns 
despite dissolution 
by military decree

Egypt’s Islamist-dominated par- 
liament opened a new front in the 
country’s leadership showdowns 
Tuesday by meeting in defiance of 
orders that disbanded the cham- 
ber and brought President Moham- 
med Morsi in conflict with both the 
powerful military and the high- 
est court. 

The session was brief — lasting 
just five minutes — and suggest- 
ed that lawmakers sought more 
of a symbolic stance rather than a 
full-scale backlash against rulings 
that invalidated the chamber over 
apparent irregularities in Egypt’s 
first elections since the fall of Hosni 
Mubarak 17 months ago. 

But it further nudged Egypt 
deeper into a potential power strug- 
gle between Morsi and military 
chiefs, who have vowed to uphold 
a ruling by the Supreme Constitu- 
tional Court that led to parliament 
being dissolved last month. 


Morsi countered with his own 
decree ordering the 508-seat cham- 
ber to reconvene. The constitution- 
al court fired back Tuesday, ruling 
that Morsi’s decision had no legal 


grounding. 

For the moment, all sides appear 
to be moving with some caution in 
acknowledgment of Egypt’s vola- 
tile backdrop: The military with the 


power to clamp down on dissent 
but without widespread support 
on the streets where Morsi’s Mus- 
lim Brotherhood is strong. 

Security forces made no attempt 
to block lawmakers as they arrived 
at the parliament building in Cairo. 
Later, thousands joined a pro-Mor- 
si rally in Cairo’s Tahrir Square as 
riot police kept their distance. 

Meanwhile, a special panel is 
working on Egypt’s post-Mubarak 
constitution and an all-out battle 
between the rising Brotherhood 
and the country’s old guard estab- 
lishment could send the entire pro- 
cess into a tailspin. 

The crisis atmosphere has 
grown steadily since Morsi issued 
an order Sunday to reconvene the 
legislature. His executive order said 
it was revoking the military’s June 
15 order to disband the chamber. 

The court said a third of the 
chamber’s members were elected 
illegally by allowing candidates 
from political parties to contest 
seats set aside for independent can- 
didates. A lower court also looking 
into complaints against Morsi’s 
order postponed its decision until 
July 17.

Brazilian inmate Ronaldo da Silva 
was making an escape of a sort as 
he hopped on a bicycle and pedaled 
furiously, racking up miles. 

Silva didn’t get far, in fact, not 
an inch. He’s still inside the pris- 
on where he’s serving a five-and- 
a-half-year sentence for holding 
up a bakery. 

But he did move a bit closer to 
freedom on his stationary bike. 
Silva is part of an innovative pro- 
gram that allows inmates to reduce 
their sentences in exchange for gen- 
erating power to help illuminate 
the town of Santa Rita do Sapu- 
cai at night. 

By pedaling, the inmates charge 
a battery that powers street lamps. 
For every three eight-hour days they 
spend on the bikes, volunteers get 
one day shaved off their sentenc- 
es. Silva has already pedaled off 9 
pounds and 20 days.

How It Works 

To enable inmates in Brazil to 

generate energy by cycling, engi- 
neers transformed regular bikes 
into stationary ones and hooked 
them up to car batteries donated 
by local businesses.

Warlord Gets 14 Years 
For Use of Child Soldiers 


Johannesburg 

The International Criminal Court 
on Tuesday sentenced a Congo- 
lese warlord to 14 years in jail for 
using child soldiers — a punish- 
ment meant to bring justice for his 
victims, signal a warning to oth- 
ers and act as a potential landmark 
in the struggle to protect children 
entangled in wars. 

Thomas Luhanga’s was the first 
guilty judgment passed down in 
the court’s decade-old existence; 
Tuesday’s announcement was the 
first time the tribunal sentenced a 
convicted war criminal. 

Lubanga’s case this year has 
brought increasing pressure for 
the arrest of his much more infa- 
mous partner in crime, renegade 
Congolese army Gen. Bosco Nta- 
ganda. Ntaganda had moved on 
from being a militia leader in Ituri 
to being the No. 2 leader in a trib- 
al-based rebellion in 2006, when 
the ICC indicted both men for war 
crimes involving child soldiers. 

Prosecutors had asked for a 
30-year sentence but said they

would be willing to cut it to 20 
years if Lubanga offered a “genuine 
apology.” He did not apologize. 

“International Criminal Court 
judges have sent a clear message 
to perpetrators of crimes: You will 
not go unpunished,” trumpeted a 
statement from the ICC prosecu- 
tor’s office. 

Still, it indicated it was unhappy 
with the sentence and said it was 
considering whether to appeal. It 
was expecting a decision on repa- 
rations so Lubanga’s victims “see 
the full scale of justice.” (ap)

Officials engineer 
proposals to bury 
power lines after 
record outages 

Washington 

D.C. Council members introduced 
two proposals Tuesday that would 
require Pepco to bury more power 
lines to try to avoid a repeat of the 
aftermath of the June 29 storm 
that knocked out power to hun- 
dreds of thousands during a swel- 
tering heat wave. 

Council member Mary Cheh’s 
proposal would create a commis- 
sion to identify where in the city 
power lines could 
be buried. The 
installation would 
be paid for in a 
4 percent assess- 
ment on residents’ 
bills. 

Cheh said 
underground 
power lines would 
put them out of 
reach of the tree 
canopy in many 
D.C. neighbor- 
hoods while avoid- 
ing debates about 
trimming trees to avoid disruptions. 
Council member Jack Evans also 
introduced a proposal Tuesday to 
force Pepco to install more lines. 

In Maryland, legislators urged 
utility regulators to punish Pepco 
for poor performance in restoring 
power. In a letter to state utility reg- 
ulators Tuesday, six county execu- 
tives and the mayor of Baltimore 
called for an overhaul of the state’s 
utility infrastructure and for more 
lines in the state to be buried. 

Residents and officials are 
demanding to know why it took 
so long to restring power lines and 
why they’re not more resilient. 

The answer, it turns out, is com-

The overall cost is between 
$5 million and $15 million per mile, 
according to the Electric Power 
Research Institute Inc., a nonprof- 
it research and development group. 
Those costs get passed on to resi- 
dents in the form of higher electric 
bills, making the idea unpalatable 
for many communities. 

Pepco’s initial estimates are that 
it would be a $5.8 billion project to 
bury power lines in D.C. and would 
cost customers an extra $107 per 
month, said Michael Maxwell, vice 
president of asset management. 

An onslaught of recent extreme 
weather around the country has 
increased strain on infrastructure 
already struggling to meet grow- 
ing demand.

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D.C. Council Delays Uber Action 


Controversial plan 
to set minimum fare 
to be discussed in fall 


Transportation 

D.C. Council members did not move 
forward Tuesday with a controver- 
sial proposal to set minimum fare 
for a popular luxury sedan car ser- 
vice, a major victory for Uber and 
its consumers. 

In a legislative and political 
dance that resembled the pres- 
sure council members faced over 
streetcars two years ago, Mary M. 
Cheh, D-Ward 3, said the council 
will instead examine this fall how 


to regulate Uber. 

As part of a comprehensive over- 
haul to the taxicab industry set for 
a vote Tuesday, Cheh included lan- 
guage mandating that Uber set a 
minimum fare no less than five 
times greater the starting price for 
a cab ride. That would have man- 
dated a minimum fare for Uber of 
about $15, the price currently used 
as a base fare. 

But Uber, a Los Angeles-based 
company with a loyal base of cus- 
tomers locally, resisted the pro- 
posal. 

The company provides smart- 
phone-dispatched limousine ser- 
vice, which has become popular 
with young professionals. 



The company repeatedly emailed 
clients in the District, who in turn 
flooded council offices Monday 
with letters and phone calls in 


opposition. On July 4, the compa- 
ny announced its plan for a new, 
less expensive Uber option on an 
all-hybrid fleet. 

Cheh said the provision was 
needed to make sure Uber and other 
car-sharing services do not “under- 
cut” the city’s taxicab industry. 

“They are premier service and 
the taxi drivers had concern, which 
is not diminutive, that there be 
some requirements that they sim- 
ply could not be a taxi service by 
another name,” Cheh said. 

But several of Cheh’s colleagues 
said they worried the council 
was over-regulating the compa- 
ny and stifling consumer choice.

Council unanimously 
approves abatements 
to keep tech company 

Washington 

The D.C. Council has unanimously 
approved a $32.5 million tax break 
for daily deal purveyor LivingSo- 
cial as part of a deal that requires 
the company to stay in the District 
and hire city residents. 

The positive vote did not come 
as much of a surprise as the mea- 


sure has received broad support 
from council members and busi- 
ness community advocates alike. It 
must now be signed by Mayor Vin- 
cent C. Gray, a Democrat. 

The legislation — called the 
Social E-Commerce Job Creation 
Tax Incentive Act of 2012 — is part 
of a broader effort by the District’s 
Office of the Deputy Mayor for 
Planning and Economic Develop- 
ment to bolster the city’s technol- 
ogy community. 

The council is currently con- 
sidering separate legislation that

would provide tax breaks and other 
financial incentives for technology 
companies and their investors. 

“The tech industry is growing 
in importance in the District as it 
grows in importance worldwide, 
and the presence here of Living- 
Social is a big part of the draw for 
other tech companies,” Gray said 
in a statement. 

The legislation approved 
Tuesday provides LivingSocial 
with corporate and property tax 
abatements beginning in 2015.

Olympics, living in Indonesia, Levi- 
en, who lives in New York, will be 
the most visible of the three.

total games between the regular 
season and postseason and wasted 
little time in becoming one of the 
Bears’ most-trusted defensemen as 
he slid onto the top pairing. 

Given Schilling’s quick ascen- 
sion and last month’s trade of 
defenseman Dennis Wideman to 
Calgary, Caps general manager 
George McPhee said Schilling could 
compete for one of Washington’s 
defensive spots next season. 

According to Bears head coach 
Mark French, Schilling’s intelli- 
gence and poise are his biggest 
attributes. “I think he could ben- 
efit by being in Hershey again, but 
if he’s [in D.C.], I think some of his 
assets and his hockey IQ will allow 
him to be able to develop at this 
level as well,” French said. 

If nothing else. Schilling hopes 
to leave a lasting impression this 
week. “I’m just gonna come out 
here and work as hard as I can 
and try everything I can to try and 
make the team,” Schilling said.

The college crowd says Colbert is wor- 
thy of study because his single-character 
political satire is unique in the annals of 
television. His character, an egomaniacal 
right-wing gasbag, connects him to a long 
Western satirical tradition going all the 
way back to the Roman poet Horace and 
the Greek playwright Sophocles. 

“Colbert deserves to be held against 
the greatest satirists in American histo- 
ry,” says Sophia McClennen, a professor 
at Penn State and the author of “Colbert’s 
America: Satire and Democracy.” 

McClennen says Ben Franklin and 
Mark Twain used satire to mock the 
powerful, critique prevailing social atti-

tudes and shape American democracy 
“at a moment when the U.S. was in the 
midst of transformation, change and cri- 
sis My argument is that our democ- 

racy is in a tough spot now, when corpo- 
rations are exercising increasing power 
over government, and that Colbert cap- 
tures this moment as they did.” 

Inspiring Engagement 

The show also works as a kind of 
“gateway” for greater civic engagement 
for young people, says Amy Bree Beck- 
er, a communications studies professor 
at Towson University who will teach the 
school’s Colbert course next semester. 

“It’s a very good way to get young peo- 
ple who would normally not pay much 
attention to politics to learn a littie more,” 
she says. “You have to know something 
to get the joke.” 

Becker suggested there’s another rea- 
son why students and professors enjoy 
studying Colbert: He’s a lot funnier than 
Emerson or Keats or Kierkegaard. 

“People in universities like to laugh, 
too,” she says, paul farhi

You haven’t heard the Black Eyed

At a Chicago party last year for Dan 
Sinker’s book “The [Expletive] Epic 
Quest of @MayorEmanuel," the Wilco 
front man covered “I’ve Got a Feeling’’ 
and “My Humps’’ with his tongue 
planted firmly in cheek. 

Tweedy smirkingly

On 2009’s self-referential “Wilco 
(the song),’’ Tweedy asks his fans, “Do 
you dabble in depression?" before of- 
fering a prescription: “Wilco/ Wilco/ 
Wilco will love you baby." Laughter, 
after all, is the best medicine.

Nation, our so-called universities are in 
big trouble, and not just because attend- 
ing one of them leaves you with more 
debt than the Greek government.

The Georgia-born Zac Brown Band 
is country music’s answer to the 
Dave Matthews Band: seven schlep- 
py Everydude virtuosos who grad- 
uated from the frat-rockbar circuit 
to multiplatinum stardom thanks to 
a knack for crafting toothless Top 
40 hits rooted in jam-folk. 

The band’s past two albums sold

2. All-Russia 
Exhibition Center 

Larger than the country of Monaco, this 
complex was originally built to laud Soviet 
achievements. It features Stalinist Gothic 
architecture (don’t miss the pavilion with 
a gargantuan bull charging off the roof), 
exuberant fountains, a Vostok rocket like 
the one that put the first man into orbit, and 
usually a few thousand Russians strolling, 
flirting and scarfing down shish kebabs and 
robust cans of beer. 


3.Winzavod 

This former winery on a careworn 
industrial street has been turned 
into Moscow’s modern art nexus. 

A dozen galleries, including that of 
internationally known art impresario 
Marat Guelman, an array of shops 
and a cafe draw the young and 
stylish on weekends. Take a map, 
the street’s name, Chetverty 
Syromyatnichesky Pereulok, is a 
tongue-twister if asking directions. 



4. Yauza Valley 

No one comes to Moscow to get 
close to nature, but if you need 
to get away from its dirt and din, 
a walk through the wetlands of 
the Yauza River, a tributary of the 
Moscow River, is a pastoral idyll 
just five miles from Red Square. 
Well-maintained paths and 
boardwalks lead through marshes 
and woods, past a 350-year-old 
country church, ending at a former 
nobleman’s estate. The trail 
starts a couple of blocks from the 
Babushkinskaya subway stop. 



5. Silver Island 

Although tourists jam the Izmailovsky 
souvenir market’s ersatz czarist-era 
buildings, few venture to the real 
thing right next door. This island was 
a royal estate when Peter the Great 
was a boy. The island is visible from 
the market area, but the buildings are 
hidden by trees, so coming upon them 
feels like discovering a lost village.
